entire misapprehension. 
Eastern newt- 
papera end neateru nuu, and even £«et- 
ern atateameo, bad misrepresented Ore­ 
gon aod th e whole Pacific Coast on tbia 
question. 
The pree* 
of 
the country 
waa, in th e main, be eeid, hooeat end 
eu til led to the con it Jen us of th e country, 
but there were exceptions, 
Mitchell a t­ 
tributed much of Ibe misrepresentation 
to a newapapar in Oregon, wbioh paper 
he named and which he obaracterixed aa 
a "distinguished politician." 
Referring to the alleged iuault of the 
new Cbinaee M inister, he said, it oould 
be found on investigation th a t ao insult 
had been offered. 
There was an Idea in 
the East th at the ueople of the Pacific 
Coast ware not well disposed toward the 
Chinase government. 
This waa another 
misrepresentation. 
There baa been a 
proposition marie in the press th at the

Kendall, la taking the chair, 
expressed his profound sym pathy with 
the 
csum of Home Role in Ireland. 
This meeting, be said, ought to strength­ 
en the hands of Gladstone, th e greatest 
of modern orstora and atateameo. 
In ev- 
ary posubU.respectful and positive way. 
Amerioa desired that Fmgland should aae 
th at justice to Ireland waa safety to 
G reat Britian. 
Ireland waa entitled to 
the consideration ot the United 
because her gallant people had on eveiy 
occasion been the fnands ot free A m er­ 
ica." 
"L et us give," be said in couoln 
eion, "G ladstone and Parnell all the 
encouragement which we, aa Americana, 
oan extend. 
To do Use wonld be bass 
desertion." [Loud applause ] 
Senator Van W yck spoke eothusiaaUcal- 
ly of the trium ph of Home Rule, which 
was abont to be obtained by Ireland 
and rejoiced th at Ireland waa euconr- 
aged aod strengthened by aid, n o t only 
from American, h ot from English peo­ 
ple. 
American people had a rig h t to 
meet in assemblies like this and bid 
struggling Irishm an Godspeed in their 
efforts, and especially had th e people of 
W aabingten th a t right. 
There sras no 
Home R ule bore. T he same class of mea 
who denied it to Ireland denied it to 
W ashington. The aristocracy of blood in 
England put tbair fast on Ireland. 
The 
aristocracy of money p nt their fast on 
W ashington and 
the

monav was the meanest. 
Kendall then read a letter from Sam 
nal J Tilden. 
A fter acknowledging the 
receipt of the invitation to be present at 
the meeting the letter continues 
" I re­ 
g re t that I oenqot be personally present 
on an occasion ao fall of interest, I none 
th e less joia w ith yon iu applauding the 
relations of the illustrious statesman of 
Ragland and the great leader of the 
Irish people in behalf of the cause of 
Home Role. 
Their efforts to obtain for 
Ireland that full measure of self-govern­ 
m ent aud liberty which the people of 
the several Slates of the Am ericas Union 
enjoy, have my cordial approval and 
support. 
At length 1 tru st the .lay of 
delivery now dawns upon the miago v 
erne.! and oppressed people of Ireland.’ 
(Applause.] 
Letters ware also read from Senator 
Sheraton assuring the meeting of his 
hearty sym pathy in the movement for 
Home Rule in Ireland; from Senator Lo­ 
gan stating ih at ha had ever been and 
now « as for loosing the grasp of the 
iron hand of England from the throat of 
th e Irish people. 
Representative An­ 
derson of W est Virginia then addressed 
the assemblage, heartily sustaining the 
efforts of Gladstone to secure Horns 
Rule for Ireland. 
Senator Kiddleber- 
gar of Virginia spoka at leugth of the 
Gladstone Home Rule bill, which b 
criticised as falling far short of Ireland 1 
ju st 
lues, 
but 
advised 
Ireland 
aud Irishmen to take a breastwork for 
som ething beyond whioh they oonld 
fight for further uonoeeaiona. Repre­ 
sentativo Phelps, of New Jersey, eulo­ 
gized tho loyalty and patriotism of Ire­ 
land, and was glad to be able to forget 
th e past and think of the present and the 
future. 
Representative M cKinley, of 
.Ohio, thought th at «-hatever Parnell ap­ 
proved of Irish Americans ought to be 
satisfied with. 
"L e t us g et for Ireland 
to-day all we can, and to morrow let’s 
get for her all she deserves. " 
H e wsa 
glad to tiod the United ¡States on the 
rig h t aide of tbia question. 
The United 
States had always been on the right side 
of everything and the Irish had _ 
ways been ou the side of the United 
States. 
I t has been the peonoiary sup­ 
port giveu Parnell th at has enabled him 
to fight Ireland’s battles. He has fought 
them peacefully with American money. 
Representative O’Hara, of N. 
spoke 
of the glory of enoient Ireland and the 
tyranny of G reat Britain. 
The following resolutions were unani 
mously adopted: 
Resolved, T hat iu their peaceful efforts 
to secure local government the people of 
Ireland are eutitled to th e deepsat sym­ 
pathy of the American people, and that 
Hon. Win. K. Gladstone end Charles 
B. Parnell aro hereby extended o u r earn 
eat assurances of ooulidanoe in tbeir pat­ 
riotism and approval of their wise aud 
noble efforts. 
Resolved, T h at the following cable­ 
gram be forwarded to thaaadistinguished 
statesm en. 
"A n immense meeting of 
prom inent citizens of the United Slates 
was held here to-night 
Many distio 
guishsd members of Congress, Govern 
ore of S la tn aud other sniiusnt citizens 
send congratulations to you aod cordi­ 
ally approve and sustain your efforts for 
self-government for Ireland." 
Telegrams and letters were received 
from Patrick F o ri, Govs. Ferry, of Flor­ 
ida, O’Neill, of 
Alabama, Abbott, of 
Hew Jersey, Ogleeby, of Illiaoia, and 
Senator Blair, expressing regret a t their 


inability to be present, and expressing 
sym pathy with the movement for Ire ­ 
land's freedom. 
Speeches were also 
made by Representativos McMillan, of 
Tennessee, MoAdoo, of New Jersey, 
Bulterwortfa, of Ohio, Lawler, of Illi­ 
nois, and Mr. Harmou, of Chioago, ex­ 
pressing sym pathy with the movement.

His Graud Ovation in Al­ 
abama. 


HE MAKES A BKIKF SPEECH. 


The Kx-President of the Confeder­ 
acy Received With Shouts 
and Tears.

MüNTuOHEKr, April 28 —The city is 
full of people, aud there is great excite­ 
ment. 
I t ha* been raiuing almost con­ 
tinuously sluoe Monday, and about dawn 
this morning tbe down pour was a tor­ 
rent. So great waa the raiu and oonse 
qunnt mud that tbe plau of having tbe ed 
of Jefferson Davis and General 
Gordon delivered at tbe fair grounds 
near the city at eleven o’clock, had to be 
abandoned. 
It wo* determined (hat the 
procession should form at two o'clock 
aud march to tbe .State Capitol building. 
Addressee were delivered from tb e step* 
of the Capitol this afternoon. 
Mr. 
Davis stood upon the same spot upon 
wbioh he took tbe oath as President of 
tbe Confederacy. 
The 
proooesioa 
i# 
sow forming. 
An immense concourse 
of people arrived to-day in spite of a 
teriffic rain this morning. Mr. Davis has 
beeu very quiet and seeluded all day, 
receiving only old acquaintances and 
special friends. 
He has no set speech, 
and his address to tbe m ultitude will be 
short. 
The route of the procession to the 
oapitol waa about a mile long. 
Tb* av­ 
enue is very wide, b ut th e crowd when 
it began to move, packed it from one 
aide to tbe other. 
Mea, women end 
children were packed from tbe etepe to 
tbe front gate of th e capítol, and while 
it waa impossible for tne great part of 
them to hear, they stood in their places 
ont of re*poet for M r. Davis and a desire 
see him. 
W beu order had been secured, and for 
suoh a vast throng it waa the most or­ 
derly ever seen here, Mayor Reeee ad­ 
vanced to the stage and said: 
" My 
countrymen, it is with profound emo­ 
tions tliat I present to you the foremost 
type of Southern manhood, Honorable 
Jefferson 
Davia, ex-Preaident of the 
Confederate Slate* of America." 
M r. Davia, leaning on his oane, with 
the Federal flag over him and Confeder­ 
ate veterana before him who bad come 
hundreds of miles to bear and aee h ia , 
in a olear, ringing voice, showing the 
deep intensity of hia feelings, b a t with 
out trem or or pause, except when inter­ 
rupted by the abouts of his hearers, 
said: "M y friends, it would be vain it I 
should attem pt to exprem to yon the 
deep gratification which I feel a t this 
demonstration, b a t I kuow th a t it ia not 
irsoaal and therefore I feel more deep­ 
ly gratified, because it ia a sentim ent far 
dearer to me than myself. 
You have 
passed through a terrible ordeal; a war 
wtiieh Alabama did not seek. 
When 
she felt her wrongs too grievous for 
further toleration she nought a peaceable 
solntion; th at being denied her, tbe 
thunders of war cam* ringing over the 
land. 
Then her people rose in their 
majesty. 
Gray-haired airee and ueard- 
loas boys early rushed to the front. 
It 
was a w ar which Christianity approved, 
a holy w ar for defense. 
W ell do I ra­ 
ther seeing your gentle boys so small, 
to a farmer'* phrase, th at they might 
have been called ’eaad corn ’ moving on 
. 
step and fearless brow to tbe 
_______ ot death; and I have also looked 
upon them when their knapsacks sad 
nskets seemed heavier than the boys, 
id my eyas, partaking of their m oth­ 
s ’ weakness, filled with tears. 
Those 
days havs passed. 
Many of those boys 
have found camel see graves, b at they 
not dead. 
They live in memory, 
and tbeir spirits stand out as th e grand 
reserve of th at column which is march­ 
ing on w ith unfaltering etep towards the 
goal of 
constitutional liberty."

whare liberty dim not and aarious sen­ 
tim ents iiva forever. 
[Applause.] I 
have been promised, my friends, th a t I 
should not be called n¿on to make a 
speech, and therefore I oan only extend 
to you my heartfelt thanks. 
God bless 
you, oae and all, old men and boys, and 
tbe ladies, above all others, who never 
faltered in our direst need." 
[Loudaud 
long continued applause ] 
W hen be retired the shouts were so 
laag and loud th at Mr. Davts bad to go 
to tbs front again. 
Ua bowed hia sc- 
nowledgmente and thanks. 
Governor O'Neal, when it wee possi­ 
ble to be heard, msdo a bandeóme 
speech in reference to the cause of the 
gathering aod of the love tbe people of 
the right faith feel for the statesmen 
and soldiers of th e South, and intro­ 
duced Gen. John B. Gordon, tbe orator 
■elected to deliver the address, aa in Mr. 
Davis' feeble condition it was under­ 
stood be oould only apeak a few min­ 
utes- 
Geo. Gordon received a grand 
weloume, as many soldiers th at he had 
commanded were present. 
General Gordon a speech was received 
w ith the greatest pleasure, and a t many 
points he waa interrupted by the ap 
proving shouts of the multitude. 
Hi 
references to Mr. Davis and tbe grau- 
dear of his life, especially in the scenes 
depicted in Fortress Monroe, made a 
profound impression and brought tears 
to hundreds of eyes. His tributas to the 
soldiers of both armies aud contem pt for 
tbe men who would attem pt to detract 
from the valor of either, received long 
continued shouts of applaoae. 
It was theu announced th at Mr. Davis 
would receive his frieuds a t the City 
Hall soon after the meeting adjourned. 
W hen Mr. Davis and those escorting 
th e party had passed through the lines 
and reached their carnage* the vast 
throng dispersed. 
As ho started irom 
the C apitol portico the artillery boomed 
forth and tired a salute of one hundred 
gun*. 
Tbe same «cene of cheering and 
waving of handkerchief* waa enacted as 
wheu the procession moved up the ave­ 
nue. 
Mr. Davie was carried to the Ci'y. 
Hall where a general handshaking we* 
indulged ia, the vast number of oaiier* 
only perm uting a moment to each. This 
ended th e day'e demonstration, and 
it waa a grand success, 
the heavy 
raiu 
in 
the 
morning 
and 
after 
the speaking, 
being tbe only draw­ 
backs. 
Universal 
good 
humor pre­ 
vailed. 
There was not a hitch in carry­ 
ing out the details. 
Fully 20,000 people 
wore on the streets and grounds.

political significance attaches to the 
meeting. It was an opportunity for thon- 
sandt of Confederate soldiers sa d their 
wivee And children to see Mr. Davis, and 
thay came accordingly. 
It haa added 
largely to the fnnd for the baildiag of 
tbe monument. 
The streets are crowded to-night and 
the hotels are filled to suffooatiou. 
To­ 
morrow will be another big day. 
The 
corner stone ef the monunieut ie to be 
laid with impressive 
oeremomee, at 
whioh Mr. Davis, General Gordou and 
other distinguished Confederates will be 
present ana take part. 
T he Masonic 
Fraternity will lay th e corner stone and 
Mr. Davis will p u t it in placa.

This wan 
the fateful Interrogatory pro|»oiind»*.l 
by M ine A ncient I’intol in the plav. 
I t is necessary that it should Is» put 
with em phasis to every aspirant for 
public office, of w hatsoever party, if 
we shall hope to plaoe the law upon 
th at right footing which will protect 
the Irrigator. 
The prosperity of the m ost m atch­ 
less ami rem uneratively productive 
region on tlio face of the glolie is de­ 
pendent upon the establishm ent of 
the doctrine of the old Spanish law 
at th e right of the appropriation ol 
running w aters for pur|M>ses of irri 
gat ion. 
It is this usage which has 
accom plished such wonderful results 
in old Spain, in 
the south ol 
T rance, in India. C hina and old 
Mexitfo, w here the right to appro 
prtafe water for irrigation is recog 
niced. The report ol a special hoard 
of governm ent engineers, sent by the 
U nited States to Spain and other ir­ 
rigating countries, and headed by 
(fen. A lexander, slmws that unirri­ 
gated land has risen in value from 
fifteen dollars an acre to $800 and

sell for $100(1 an acre, and when they 
do so they do ft as a result of other 
conditions.

through an acceptanoe of the doc­ 
trine of appropriation of the wa­ 
ters of running stream s. The tide of 
a m ost lucrative production, which 
em braces F resno, Tulare, Kern and 
other counties of Southern Califor­ 
nia, as fully as Loe Angeles, has a l­ 
m ost reached a flood of m ost auspi­ 
cious signiticanee for the futu«e de­ 
velopm ent of this section. 
It is at this stage that the Suprem e 
C ourt of C alifornia, probably consci­ 
entiously, as the law now stands, 
steps In am i re-alHm is the old Eng­ 
lish com m on law doctrine of riparian 
rights, w hich declares that stream s 
m ust roll on forever in their allotted 
banks. 
T hey forget that a rule 
w hich properly applies to England is 
utterly inapplicable to a sem i-tropical 
country like Southern California. 
Victor Hugo described England “ as 
a sand hank in a fog. T he fog feeds 
the grass, tlio grass feeds the sheep 
and the sheep feed the people.” Tin1 
laws applicable to such a country, 
inundated w ith water, could have 
possible application to a region of 
■cant rains, like l.os Angeles and the 
other southern counties of California. 
We have all s«eu the l>eautiful 
poetical and rem unerative results 
w hich have followed the ta»it adop­ 
tion at the oh! Spanish law of the ap­ 
propriation of w ater to the purposes 
of irrigation in Southern California. 
The question is, can we afford to have 
these siqierh results arrested, or oven 
threatened? T he vote in the irrigat­ 
ing districts of this State foots up fully 
forty-four thousand. T his is afurtor 
perfectly able to control th e fate of 
any aspirant for any office, gulierna- 
torial or legislative. 
Every voter in Southern California 
is called upon to decide w hether he
